A reference to oar former reports will show that there is a large annual 
increase in the number of patients to whom relief is administered by tins 
•ition. The number of patients received into the hospital, in 1658, 
.led that of 1857, by 2,440, and the number in 1859 exceeded that 
of 1858, by 1,438, though in the year 1858 a fatal epidemic prowled 
during the summer months. This increase is attributable in part to the 
steady growth of the city of New Orleans, but mainly to the vast influx 
of a transient, and in part a pauper population, which the new avenues 
and increased facilities of travel have thrown upon us from Other States of 

the Union. 

The Administrators of tho Hospital have considered themselves as the 
almoners of tho State for the purpose of dispensing the benifioeat aid of » 
large and noble charity to thousands who are the victims of accident, dw- 
ease and decay. No object more deserving of careful eonsi.levai.on could 
engage the attention of a legislative body, and it is with pride that the 
people of the State point to this enduring monument of charity, which 
extends relief to the sick and afflicted from every State in the Uotpa, and 
from every nation in Europe. 

From the statement of the Finance Committee (hereto annexed) it Will 
be perceived that the balance in the hands of the Treasurer, at the com- 
mencement of the year 1859, wa 3 $2,192 80.
